after the death of Mr. Fox, his widow, 
who was noted for her hospitality, re- 
ceived the queen of Portugal, who 
held a reception therer 

Robert Were Fox, jr., appointed 
consul in 1815, devoted much time to 
the study of science, and made many 
discoveries. In 1813 he proved that 
there was a real increase of tempera- 
ture experienced in defending Cor- 
nish mines — a fact previously assert- 
ed by th Saxons; miners, but long dis- 
puted by such men as Humboldt and 
Arago. Among his many valuable 
inventions was the deflector dipping 
needle, which has been used in every 
Arctic and Antracticexpeditionsince 
that time in determining i he magnetic 
condition of the different parts of the 
earth's surface. 

President Lincoln appointed the 
third consul. Alfred Fox, in 1863. This 
gentleman won thp highest commend- 
ation from ihe government for his 
efficiency. and faithfulness duringthe 
late war. The coast at Falmouth is 
very dangerous, and often ships art 
wrecked there; Mr. Fox did all in. his 
power in rendering help to theseship- 
wrecked crews, and for this was high- 
ly rewarded by the heads of the na- 
tions. 

Howard Fox. F. G. S.. the present 
consul, was appointed lv President 
Grant. He had been acting as depu- 
ty consul, but in 1874 succeeded his 

hc-r to the consulship.

The farmers in those days 
raiBed no.turkeys, and the insects 
bad full sway. 

Today thousands of turkeys are 
owned in the western part Kansas.
